Most of the 
States also administer workmen's compensation systems, and a 
few have other social insurance systems involving the payment of 
cash benefits from accumulated fund reserves.

general expenditure) and of State contributions (classified as 
intragovemmental tr^sactions)-are reported as insurance trust 
revenue and insurance trust ycpendihijre.

State Hospitals and Institutions for the Handicapped -Hos- 
pital facilities established and operated by the State govern- 
ment.

of persons in other public or private institutions. Regular Mental

Taxes— Compulsory contributions exacted by a government for 
public purposes, except employee and employer assessments for 
retirement and social, insurance purposes, which are classified as 
insurance trust revenue.
